And Police Protection Was Ne^e wry 
to Prevent Trouble—The Rag-Time 
Reception Company Probaiy 
D«s- 
banded—Its Career Short. 


A most disgraceful scone was enact­ 
or! at the Grand opera house Saturday 
night, when the perform ance 
being 
given by the “Ragtime Reception Com­ 
pany" was interrupted and stopped by 
a gang of rowdies loathe gallery, who 
.leered and yelled until the curtain 
was lowered. 
^ 
Not satisfied with having 
accom­ 
plished this much, the hoodlums 
col­ 
lected them selves into a mob at the 
outside of the theater and when the 
members of the company started for 
“ » |r hotel, they were followed down 
of the principal streets and would 
^ % 
ubtless have been mobbed had not 
▼ JftiG police offered them protection. 
The perform ance given by the com-] 
pany was about the worst ever seen I 
here, but notwithstanding 
this fact, 
the treatm ent the 
players 
received 
was entirely uncalled for and the ac­ 
tions of the gallery rowdies, who tried 
to mob them, is strongly denounced 
^ 
by all self-rcspeoting citizens. 
During the first two acts of 
the 
show there was no attem pt made 
to 
cause any interruption, though the act­ 
ing of some of the players was so 
“ raw" and unfinished th at 
many of 
the spectators left In d isgust Several 
tim es the performance was 
tempo­ 
rarily stopped because of delays in the 
dressing rooms 
and 
other 
sim ilar 
causes, and this had a tendency to ag­ 
gravate everybody and cause them to 
grow weary. 
The third act had only Just begun, 
when two of the ladies did a special­ 
ty in the shape of singing a worn-out 
. 
*ong. 
However, they 
pleased 
their 
* 
hearers and were called back the sec­ 
ond time. 
The piano player, quite an 
old man who belonged to 
the 
com­ 
pany, became confused for a few mo­ 
m ents and w as unable to get his music 
arranged properly. 
In tho meantime the 
girls 
stood 
wailing on him, and \0hen ho finally 
did get the piano keys working 
he 
became more “rattled" than ever and 
m ade so many discords that the sing 
era were unable to follow his music 
half the time.

\V hon they did finally appear they 
wore greeted with Jeers and 
hisses, 
• while some of the bolter m em bers of 
the gang resorted to tho use of 
pro­ 
fanity and acorea of 
vile 
epithets 
a 
wore hurled in the very faces of the 
defenseless women. All the way from 
the opera house to th? Hotel Lakel 
this abuse was continued, and while 
passing down 
Locust alley a stono 
was throw'u by some unknown m iscre­ 
a n t whit h came within an inch 
of 
striking one of the ladies in th e face. 
The police are looking for the fellow 
who threw the stone and if he can be 
located It is likely an example will be 
m ade of him. 
Chief Thompson and several other 
officers charged Into the gang In Lo- 
cust alley and with extrem e difficulty 
I 
saved the show people from being at­ 
tacked, 
The crowd, however, did not 
disperse until the 
hotel 
had 
been 
reached and the police had even then 
to drive them away. 
One of the girls was so badly fright­ 
ened she was seised with an attack of 
nervous prostration and came near dy­ 
ing before she was relieved. The other 
mJ women were also badly 
scared and 
^ 
hf^6d to leave the hotel Sunday 
mff&iag. The gentlemen members of 
the company did everything possible 
to protect them, and while going up 
the steps to the botel door one of them 
\ 
struck a local bully between the eyes 


and sent him headlong up against tho 
brick wall of the building. 
Three of the women called at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon and told 
Chief Thompson that the m anager of 
the company intended to leave them 
(in this city and would not give them 
money enough to pay their way home 
They explained that they wonted to go 
to Butler, Pa., from w-hlch city 
the 
company came to East Liverpool. Tho 
chief went to the hotel, where 
the 
m anager was found. He stated that his 
reason for refusing to give the three 
girls money was because they had in­ 
sulted his wife. He said he did not 
owe them anything, but finally agreed 
to give them enough to buy tickets 
to Butler and the entire company left 
last evening for that city. 
It was the intention of the troupe 
to show at Lisbon tonight, but it is 
probable th at no other perform ances 
will be given for the present, at least 
until a reorganization Is effected. Tho 
perform ance given here was the first 
attem pted this season, the 
company 
being organized at Butler i.nd rehears­ 
ed but a few times. To sav that it was 
bad is only a mild statem ent of 
Its 
real nature, but the players, especial 
ly the women, were certainly not de­ 
serving of the treatm ent 
they 
re­ 
ceived.

HOW A WE8T VIRGINIAN GAINED 
A FORTUNE. 


Her 
Father Was Commander-m-Chief 
of the Army In His Adopt­ 
ed Country. 


Cumberland, O., November 25.—-The 
history of Mrs. William Stephens of 
Cumberland, is thrilling and Interest 
ing. 
Her father was General Henry 
Morgan, who left his W est Virginia 
home while still in his teens to seek 
his fortune at a tim e just #after the 
close of the civil war. 
He enlisted as a private In the Co­ 
lombian arm y in bouth America and 
won rapid promotion. When he died 
six years ago he w-as commander-in- 
chief of the arm y of Cblombia. Ho 
m arried 
the 
daughter of a planter 
who forsook her parents and her re­ 
ligion to become his wife. 
In 
after 
years Mrs. Morgan died of smallpox 
on board a vessel in a Colombinn port 
leaving her daughter, then seven year?. 
of ago, to the care of her father. 
When her father died she was left 
in the care of the United States con­ 
sul, who became her guardian and ihe 
executor of her father’s estate. 
She 
was educated In a convent und went 
to W est Virginia to finish her educa­ 
tion ai the State University. 
There 
she met and m arried T5 illlam 
Ste­ 
phens. who took her to his home in 
Cumberland. Mrs. Stephens is sa il to 
be the richest Colombian woman, own­ 
ing a large coffee plantation in South 
America, and she receives a large pen­ 
sion from the Colombian governm ent 


Columbus, November 25.—(Special) 
—The question of the abolishm ent of 
the state levy on real and personal 
property is one which now seems to 
be uppermost in the public eye. Whilo 
the precise program 
to 
be 
recom­ 
mended by the state adm inistration 
for the purpose of accomplishing this 
object is not known, it is thought that 
in addition to the imposition of a tax 
on corporations the Dow tax will 
be 
increased very m aterially. 
Insurance 
Commissioner Vorys 
suggested 
that 
tho tax on insurance companies 
up 
crating In the state, a portion of which 
goes Into county treasuries, should be 
diverted entirely into tho state treas 
ury, and while this idea Is conceded 
to be a good one in many respects, yet 
some contend it would not fully meet 
the exigencies obtaining and 
eons© 
quently would not be altogether satis­ 
factory. 
The proposition to tax corporations 
one-twentieth of I per cent of the capi­ 
tal stock lf carried into effect would 
yield something like >1,000,000 to the 
state, which In Itself would be insuf­ 
ficient to justify the wiping out of the 
state levy. From this viewpoint arises 
the belief th at lf the state levy is to 
be abolished it will be necessary to re­ 
sort to the three methods described 
in order to force to a successful con­ 
clusion the movement undertaken by 
tho state adm inistration to lighten the 
burdens of the taxpaying people of tho 
Etate.

to mob them, Is strongly denounced

Columbus, November 25.— (Special) 
—Tho question of the abolishment of 
the state levy on real and personal 
property is one which now’ seems to 
be uppermost in the public eye. Whilo 
the precise program 
to 
be 
recoin- 
mended by the state adm inistration 
for the purpose of accomplishing this 
object is not known, It is thought that 
in addition to the imposition of a tax 
on corporations the Dow tax will 
be 
increased very materially. Insurance 
Commissioner Vorys suggested 
that 
tho tax on insurance companies op­ 
erating in the state, a portion of which 
goes Into county treasuries, should be 
diverted entirely into tho state treas­ 
ury, and while this idea is conceded 
to be a good one in many respects, yet 
some contend it would not fully meet

factory- 
The proposition to tax corporations 
one-twentieth of I per cent of the capi­ 
tal stock i f carried into effect would 
yield something like $1,000,000 to the 
state, which in Itself would be insuf­ 
ficient to Justify the wiping out of the 
state levy. From this viewpoint arises 
the belief th at if the state levy Is to 
be abolished it will be necessary to re­ 
sort to the three methods described 
in order to force to a successful con­ 
clusion the movement undertaken by 
the state adm inistration to lighten tho 
burdens of the taxpaying people of tho 
state.

THE EYE OF AN ARTIST. 


A Case W k » rt It W as M ore R e lia b le 
T h e e a S ailor's O ptic. 
Mr. 'I. Chevalier, the well known 
artist who accompanied the late Duke 
of Edinburgh on many of bis travels, 
was once going from 
Dunedin to 
Lyttelton, New Zealand, by steamer. 
Anxious to catch tho earliest glimpse 
of the coast he went on deck at dawn 
and was alarmed to see that the vessel 
Was beading straight on to the land. 
Calling the officer’s attention to the 
fact, be was told that It WRS only a 
fog hank. The artist maintained his 
point, but the second officer looked 
and confirmed his mate. 
The artist then said: “Well, gentle­ 
men. I will back my artist’s eye 
against your sailor’s eye, and I say 
that what you mistake for a fog bank 
is a low range of bills, and there is a 
range of mountains appearing above 
them.” 
But be was only laughed at. until 
the captain coming on deck found in 
the growing light that the artist was 
right aud the seamen wrong. The ves­ 
sel was out of its course, and there 
was only just time to avert disaster. 
The helmsman was dismissed in dis­ 
grace and the course given to the new 
steersman, but the vessel’s head still 
pointed landward—the compass was all 
wrong. 
The ca usa* was discovered later. A 
commercial traveler had brought a box 
of magnets on board and deposited 
; them in a stern cabin, causing what 
i might have been a fatal deflection of 
the compass. 
To return to the question of Inter­ 
pretation. the artist was dealing with 
the appearances which his eye was 
trained to see aud his mind to inter­ 
pret. A speck on the horizon might 
have remained a mere speck to him 
long after the sailors had interpreted 
the speck Into a vessel of definite rig. 
There can be little doubt that the 
trained eye Is accompanied by a sort 
of mental seeing, an instinct outrun­ 
ning optics.

Troops of village children, who had 
contributed In various w ays to the 
great Jailor, Joined the throng, solaced 
with plum cake In requital o f their lit­ 
tle services. 
Sometimes the im age on 
the cart Instead of being a mere dress­ 
ed up bundle of grain w as a pretty girl 
of the reaping band, crowned with 
flowers and bailed as the “ maiden.” Of 
this we have a description In a ballad 
of Bloomfield’s: 


llom c came the jovial hockey load. 
Last of the whole y ear’* crop. 
And ({race am ong the green boughs rode, 
Right plum p upon the top. 


This way and th at the wagon reeled. 
And never queen rode higher; 
Her cheeks were colored in the field 
And ours before the fire. 


In some provinces— w e may Instance 
Buckingham shire— it 
was a 
favorite 
practical joke to Iny an am buscade at 
some place where a high bank or a tree 
gave opportunity and drench the hock 
cart party with water. Great w as the 
merriment when this wa* cleverly and 
effectively done, the riders laughing 
while they shook them selves as merrily 
as the rest. Under all the rustic jocosi­ 
ties o f tho occasion there seemed a ba­ 
sis of pagan custom, but It was such as 
not to exclude a Christian sym pathy. 
Indeed the harvest home of old E ng­ 
land w as obviously and beyond ques­ 
tion a piece of natural religion, an ebul 
litiou of Jocund gratitude to the divine 
source of nil earthly blessings. 
In the north there seemed to have 
been some differences in the observ­ 
ance. 
It wns common there for the 
; rentiers on the last day of their busi­ 
ness to have a contention for superiori­ 
ty In quickness of dispatch, groups of 
three cr four taking each a ridge and 
striving which should soonest get to 
it* termination. 
In Scotland this w as called a k en n ­ 
ing, which simply means a striving. In 
the north of England it w as a mell, 
which, I suspect, means the same thing 
(from French melee). 
As the reapers 
w ent on during the last day they took 
care to leave a good handful of the 
grain illicit, but laid down Hut and cov­ 
ered over, and when the field was done 
the "bonniest lass” w as allowed to cut 
this 
handful, 
which 
w as 
presently 
dressed up with various sewings, lyings 
and trimmings, like a doll, and bailed 
na a com baby. It w as brought home 
in triumph, with music of fiddles and 
bagpipes, was set up conspicuously that 
night at supper and was usually pre­ 
served in the farm er’s parlor for the re­ 
mainder of the year. 
The bonny lass who cut this handful 
of grniu was deemed the harvest queen. 
In Hertfordshire and probably other 
districts of England there w as the 
sam e custom of reserving a final hand­ 
ful, but it was tied up an erected un­ 
der the name of a mare, and the reap­ 
ers then one after another throw their 
sickles at it to cut it down. The suc­ 
cessful individual called out, "I have 
her!" "W hat have you?” cried the rest. 
"A mare, a mare, a mare!” he replied. 
"W hat will you do with her?” was then 
asked. "W e’ll send lier to John Snooks,” 
or whatever other name, referring to 
some neighboring farm er who had not 
je t got all his grain cut down. 
This piece of rustic pleasantry was 
called "crying the mare.” It is very cu­ 
rious to learn that there used to be a 
sim ilar practice in so remote a district 
us the isle of Skye. A farm er having 
there got his harvest completed, the 
last cut handful w as scut, under the 
name of goabbir bbacagb (the cripple 
goat), to the next farm er who w as still 
at work upon his crops, It being, of 
course, necessary for the bearer to take 
some care that on delivery he should 
lie able Instantly to take to’ his heels 
aud escape the punishment otherwise 
sure to befall him.

In a case that came before a famous 
lord Justice some time ago the coons.J 
for tile prosecution In the evidence hat* 
to mention a "blouse.”

a dead stop for the time, for tile judge 
did not know which part, and after 
some hesitation the barrister adm itted 
that be wasn’t sure. 
Several learned 
brothers gave their opinion, some op in 
lug a blouse was the upper half of a 
Indy’s costume, while others insisted it 
must be the lower Half. 
The entire 
court, lilied 
with learned celebrities 
whose beads lichi all the laws of Brit 
ala, from pitch and toss to m anslaugh­ 
ter, argued it out, but nobody was sure. 
The Judge thought it w as the lower 
birif, bitt a junior barrister who bad 
lately been married said ho thought 
that that half was called a skirt, bu: 
did not feel certain. 
At length a lady 
was called, who set the court right. 
Another odd dilemma happened not 
long ago when in tile Hobson “horse 
faking” case the word "fetlock" arose. 
A fetlock, as everybody knows, is the 
ankle of a horse. 
The court asked 
w hat it was, however, and the prose­ 
cuting counsel was nonplused. 
The 
witnesses were out of court save one, 
and he knew' nothing. 
The judge 
thought a fetlock was a sort of hind \ 
knee, otherw ise “ bock,” but one learn­ 
ed brother was quite certain It was the 
lock of hair that hangs over a horse s 
forehead. 
The defendant’s solicitor 
opined It was that part of the harness 
which slips over the tall, the crupper, 
aud another legal celebrity agreed with 
the Judge. Finally the court had to call 
a stable groom to clear up the mystery. 
Iii a case that was settled some years 
since the recorder was brought up 
short by a phrase used by the counsel 
for defense, who spoke of a transaction 
concerning a pound of "blacklead.” 
This Is a common and useful article, 
but the counsel on being asked to ex­ 
plain its nature said It was a black 
substance used for boot polishing. The 
recorder thought it was a mineral used 
In lead pencils, but u not her bstrristcr 
asserted it to be a "tough kind of lead !

A fourth expounder of tho 
taw vaguely suggested it was the op 
polite of w hite lead, aud finally a d o 
(nestle servant put the court right, and 
the assembly at last learned that it was 
used for blacking stoves. 
Another dilemma was prod seed a lit 
He while ago on the western circuit by 
the Introduction of the words "dry I 
nurBe” in an address to the court. This 
bewildered the Judge, who asked lf a 
dry nurse was a nurse who dried ba- 
blea after they had been washed. That 
solution did not occur to the learned 
•onus©!. who, after some hesitation, j 
said be thought It m eant a nurse w ho 
was not addicted to drinking and there­ 
fore most suitable to look after infants. 
Nobody needled to know what the term 
really 
meant, 
though 
several 
more 
fBesses were made, the last of them 
that a dry nurse was one who could 
not amuse children. 
The court was again nonplused by a 
statem ent made that somebody con­ 
cerned In the case supjsjsed to sutler 
from melancholia was really "us Jolly 
as a sandboy.” 
The Judge wanted to 
know what a .sandboy was in order to 
fbrai some Idea as to the exact degree 
af jollity involved. 
The counsel could 
not tell him. though one suggested it 
wa* a boy who sanded the roads and 
tf»e Other thought It might be a Iud 
bielding sosid castles on the seashore. 
The whole court stopped to d!s<*uss 
what a sandboy was aud why he was 
Jolly, but they could not solve the prole 
leUL 
It is hardly believable that anybody , 
should not know what a “snaffle” is, 
but a london magistrate recently desir­ 
ed to be informed, and nobody could 
tell bim what a snaffle might be. 
A 
solicitor thought It w'us the same thlug 
as the “curb,” and the clerk had an j 
Idea it was a kind of cold iii the head 
which horses caught, causing them to j 
snuffle a good deal.- London Answers.
